VALUABLE RELICS.

Three Cu-lovs Mementoes of Revolutionary
Days Preserved o s Delawure Town.

One is a silver straing, which Benja-
min Franklin had mase out of his first
dollar that he had ever earved. An-
uther is a worn prayer book, which
also belonged to Franklin. In it is
written the name of Betty Parker, a
young girl to whom he gave it, with
these wonds of advice:

“Go to church constantly, whoever
preaches.  The att of devotion is your
principal business there, and if properly
attended to, will do more towanls
mending the heart than germons gener-
ally ean do.  Yet [ do not mean that
you shonld despise sermons, evenif you
dislike the preacher, for tire discourse
is often much better than the man, as
sweet and clear water comes through
very dirty earth.”

The other memento is of a *t
character. It is a bullet, covered with
a thick coating of rast. At the battle
of Brandywine General Lafayette was
shat, amd fell.

sGeneral, I am wonnded,” he said to
Washington, as he was earried past the
vhief.

»1 am sorry for it,”” was the reply.

«8ir, I am not sorry!” the young
Frenchman answersd, guickly.

The buliet had passed throngh the
leg and could be felt noder the skin
at the other side. No surgeon came
th dress the wound. A woman named
Bell MeUlosky eut out the bullet with
her scissors amd bandaged the leg so
skilfully that when the surgeon ex-
amined it nothing more was needul.
This woman was the wife of a poor
soldier who followed her husband to
every battle-field, and gave what help
she could to the wounded and dying.
When Lafayette returned to this country
in 1824, he visited Delaware, and re-
ceived a splendid weleome, ecivil and
military.  But he did not forget the
wonsan who had come to his help. Bell
MeClosky was brought to Wilmington
and presented to him. She had pre-
served the bullet and it is cherished by
her descendants as the memento of a
brave man and & good woman, — Foulh's
Companion.

Meteor Showers.

Prof. Richand A. Proctor maintains
that most of the meteor streams with
which the earth comes in contact are
derived from the earth itself; that is,
thrown off by voleanie action ata time
when the internal forces of our planet
were sufliciently nctive to give the
juitinl velocity, some twelve miles a
second. requisite to carey them beyond
the earth's attraction.  Comets, which
he regands ns the parents of the meteor
streams, he thinks may have originated
outside our solar system.  Most of the
comets whose orbits helong to our sys-
tem, he thinks originated in the larger
planets.  The sun is now, perhaps,
giving birth frequently to comets w hich
probably pass beyond the limits of its
attraction.— Scientific American.

—A good feed for young pigs that are
nearly ready for weaning & equal
parts of meal, ground oats and shorts,
one quart of the mixture in a pale of
skim milk, allowing them all they can
drink of it, three or four times daily.

—A little ammonia in hot water—a
tablespoonful to a quart—or a small
gquantity of borax dissolved in the
water, applied with a soft cloth or
flannel, will clean paint and windows
without soap.—Farm, Field and Stock-
man.

— Kainit, which is now extensively
nsed as o fertilizer, is a compound of
the sulphates of potash and magnesia,
containing, also, common salt and
other chlorides. It is not only an ex-
eellent fortilizer, being soluble, but is
%nf the best materials that ean be
pngd for preventing loss of ammonia in
the manure pile. — St Louis Republican.

—Cheese Omelet: Beat three cggs,
add to them a tablespoonful of grated
Parmesan cheese, pour into a hot pan;
fry and fold in the usual manner. Just
before folding add a heaping table-
spoonful more of cheese and turn out
on n hot dish.

WHITEHEAD TORPEDOES.

Adopted by Nearly Every Naral Power In
Euarop: and America.

The torpedo that has been adopted
by nearly every naval powerin Earope
is known as th: Whitehead, and be-
longs to what may b: d:signated as
the “projectile ¢lass,” that is, having
been started on it2 eourss toward the

enemy, no control of it is retained by
the operator. Mbos: of thy varions
tvp s of this elass are wholly sub

merged when op:rated against any
enemy, and ave generally arraud to
ran at a given depth bolow the sur-
face, varying from five to fifsgen feet

Naturally, one of the main objects
of inventors of torpedoes, as well as of
those engaged in other fields of inven-
tion, is financial profit. The White-
hesd is the only torpedo tha
has yet proved a success in this
respect. It is built of thin sheets
of steel, is cigar shaped but without the
attached flont and is made in three
sizes, the largest being 19 feet long by
16 inches diameter, and the smaliest 9
fest long by 11inches diamater. The
motive power is compressed air, ear-
rigd ata pressure of about seventy
atmospheres, in a efhmlric-.\l reservoir
within the torpedo. The spzed attained
is about 25 miles por hour for a distance
of 450 yards. The torpedo is divided in-
to three sections——*forward,” *middle
amnd *‘rear’’—containing. respectively.
the charge of 70 to 93 pounds of gun
cotton; the aljasting mechanism,
wherein lies the seeret of the inventor,
and by which the hydrostatic pressure

of the surrounding water s
made to regulate the depth of
immersion; amd the air eng nes

and steering machinery. It is designed
to be carried on board a very swift
torpedo boat, capable of atrertaking
the fastest iron-clad, and, when.within
offective range, to be discharged from
the boat with the steering rudder of the
torpedo set in such a position as to di-
reect its conter toward the enemy. The
first motion, or *lischarg=" is effect-
ed through a guide tube 1n the bow of
the boat, either above or below the sur-
face of the water, usually by means of
a very small charge of powder, after
which, upon reaching the water, the
torpedo is propeled by its own ex-
nes.
